Background
In	June	2022,	the	federal	Bipartisan	Safer	Communities	Act	was	enacted.	The	law
included	a	number	of	provisions	designed	to	address	gun	violence	and	improve
responses	to	behavioral	health	crises,	as	well	as	authorized	new	funding	streams.	
	
The	Byrne	State	Crisis	Intervention	Program	(SCIP)	was	among	those	funding
streams.	SCIP	is	a	formula-based	program	administered	by	state	administering
agencies;	PCCD's	application	for	approximately	$8.5	million	in	formula-based	funds
was	approved	by	DOJ	in	February	2023.

This	survey	seeks	stakeholder	input	on	issues	related	to	gun	violence,	behavioral
health,	and	crisis	response.	PCCD	intends	to	use	the	aggregate	results	of	this	survey
to	inform	the	work	of	the	State	Crisis	Intervention	Program	Advisory	Board	as	they
develop	a	program	funding	plan	for	use	of	PCCD's	SCIP	funds.
